Should any liberal movement really be con- 
templated for the relief of the poor by our 
citizens who are able to lend a helping 
hand, we, by all means, advise that the ar- 
rangements should he made entirely with- 
out reference to the movements of the city 
Government. If this can be done, dona- 
tions would undoubtedly be liberally be- 
stowed by a large portion of our citizens 
who might otherwise witlibld their charities 
from the general fund. 
As it will be neces- 


sary to purchase large quantities of coal, 
and perhaps provisions, it is de.irable that 
these purchases should be made at the very 
lowest cash prices, and that a fair com- 
petition should be allowed; to all those who 
feel disposed to put in propositions for the 
sale of these articles, consequently, the 
judges of the propositions should he upright 
honorable men, enough of whom could be 
easily chosen, and would undoubtedly serve.
